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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT

In response to the Restriction Requirement mailed May 13, 2005, Applicants elect with 
traverse Group II for examination, which includes claims 1 1, 14, 17, and 20, drawn to a method 
for preventing and/or treating insulin resistance syndrome. 

Applicants submit that Groups II, III, and IV are related because diabetes mellitus and 
visceral fat obesity are kinds of insulin resistance syndrome, as described in the specification, 
paragraph 004, for example, which states "PPARy ligands are also useful for prevention and/or 
improvement of Insulin Resistance Syndrome, not only for type-II diabetes mellitus but also for 
. . . obesity,. . ., due to its ability to improve insulin resistance." Accordingly, Applicants request 
that the Restriction Requirement be withdrawn with respect to at least Groups II, III, and IV, and 
that these Groups be examined together.
